POULTRY NEWS 

The directors of the Vulcan Poul¬ 
try Association are getting affairs for 
the coming show in February into 
printable condition. While this is to 
be a poultry show and an effort will 
be made to have all standard types 
represented, they are specially inter¬ 
ested in the five breeds, Plymouth 
Rocks, Rhode Island Reds, Wyandot- 
tes, Orpingtons and Leghorns, as they 
represent the staple of the farmers’ 
flocks. 

A new class will be listed, hen only, 
the “Commercial Class,” it will be 
called. The hens will be shown in 
pens of three, to be judged 50-50. 
Fifty for nearness to type and fifty 
for egg production. The aim of the 
directors is to raise the standard of 
poultry in the district.. A mixed flock 
may have an outstanding hen in egg 
production but experience has taught 
that one breed if continued in straight 
lines, will bring a Better return to the 
farmer than*crosses. One cross may 
bring a fairly satisfactory result, but 
the succeeding crosses are sure to 
bring disaster and the result of a few 
years effort wiH be only a flock of 
hens of no type and very -questionable 
egg production, but the result of what 
the directors are trying to instil into 
the nftnds of farmers wifi be a flock 
of some standard type, which, because 
it is composed of only one type, can 
be judged by the farmer himself and 
undesirables culled out and the egg 
producing hen he called upon to re¬ 
produce her own kind. 

1 These are some of* the reasons for 
(the introduction of this commercial 
class to be judged 50-50 and some 18 
prizes'frill be distributed in this class. 

To enable farmers to take advan¬ 
tage of the inspection and culling of 
their flocks at their own places, which 
will be done by Government experts, 
and to provide funds for the carryirg 
out of the plans of the association, 
more members are needed. Not only 
can members secure, the above advan¬ 
tages but the Poulti-y Branch of ’the 
Department of Agriculture will have 
a representative at the show to judge 
the Commercial Classes and lecture on 
better met'iod'i for securing the on A 
m view of the Association—the better¬ 
ment of the poultry industT’Sf'in our 
district.

CANADA NEEDS SPIRITUAL 
AWAKENING 


An arrangement has been complet¬ 
ed whereby Britain will repay its debt 
of $150,000,000 to the Canadian banks 
in monthly instalments ending April, 
1922. 

During November the Wheat Board 
made a final distribution of 18 cents 
per bushel to wheat growers. The 
original advance, was $2.15 per bushel, 
and the last payment brings the price 
paid for the 1919 wheat crop to $2,63 
per hushel on the basis of No. 1 
Northern at the head of the lakes. 

The October bank statement showed 
a decrease of $29,000,000 in loans and 
one of $3,800,000 in deposits. Cur-, 
rent loans in Canada amounted to $1,- 
105,000,000, or $300,500,000 more than 
in October a year ago. ^Deposits in, 
Canada increased by $11,500,00 to $1-,- 
958,000 but those abroad fell off by 
$15,280,000 to $339,955,000. ‘A decline 
of current loans in Canada in October 
is unusual, and is due to adjustment 
>f credits to sharply declining com- 
nodity prices. 


•Hon,T. A. Crerar, federal leader of 
the national progressive party, in re¬ 
sponse to a request from the Crna j 
dian press for a New Year’s message 
to the people of Canada, has issued 
the following:

“As a people we have drifted far 
in the direction of a smug matei'al- 
ism, far too prone to measure succ >ss 
in life by the yardstick of the dollar 
We stand in need of a great spirit'ia' 
awakening, a realization that inatei ial 
things alone do not make a full life 
for either the individual or the nation. 
We must aim always to have just 
laws, and they must be enforced w th 
equal justice and fairness, not ah ne 
Tn 'fheir letter, but in their spirit as 
well. Only thus can we create tl at 
understanding of, and respe^j for (he 
majesty of the law, that is .one of 1 he 
chief bulwarks of a democracy. We 
should have optimism in personal .f- 
fairs, careful, unhurried conduct in 
business affairs, and honesty and right 
dealing in national affairs. v

Canada’s unfavorable trade balance 
with the world for the twelve months 
which ended with November amount¬ 
ed to $67,000,000 Impoits continued 
to increase and exports to fall away. 
Neither the protective tariff, the Un¬ 
favorable exchange rate, nor the lux¬ 
ury tax has availed to change the sit¬ 
uation. 

For the twelve months imports to¬ 
talled $1,346,000,000, as against *920,-1 
000,000 for 1919, an increase of $425,- 
000,000. 

Exports totalled $1,289,000,000, as 
against $1,261,000,000, or an increase 
for the period of only $38,000,000 
recent months exports have 
creasing. Total trade shojy€d/6nC in¬ 
crease during the twelve months 
$464,000,000. 

The United States continues to be 
Canada’s best customer. Imports 
from that country during the period 
increased from $725,000,000 in 1919 to 
$927,000,000, while exports increased 
from |443,000,00 to $545,000,000.

MEETING OF dLD TIMERS 


GASSED WHILE RIDING IN AUTO 


A small reminder of life at the 
front was experienced by a number of 
men engaged by the Wilson Lumber 
Company, wl^o were going up' the 
trail to the lumber camp, west of 
town ob Thursday of. last week when 
five of their members were almost 
asphyxiated by escaping gas fumes 
from the motor car as they were be¬ 
ing conveyed to the camp. The wea¬ 
ther being very cold an endeavor was 
made to protect the men from the 
frost and an enclosed tent was erect¬ 
ed in the platform of the motor truck 
and all the men rode within nicely pro¬ 
tected from the cold. All went well 
for a distance of about ten miles when 
a feeling: of drousinesavbegan to over¬ 
come the v m?w. One man endeavored 
to gain the fresh air but he toppled 
over and succumbed for the time being 
to the fumes. Several others then 
gave signs of being^partially gassed 
and the driver was finally made aware 
of the condition of the occupants and 
upon stopping he hurriedly opened the 
covering and helped the men out to 
the side of the road where they slowly 
revived all but one man who was so 
far gone that complete unconscious¬ 
ness had taken possession of him 
which required the immediate sum¬ 
moning of Dr. Buswell from High 
River to get him back to normal. All 
but one man recovered sufficient to en 
able them to continue to the camp the 
same day, but without the tenj cov¬ 
ering which thgv gladly/{fispensed 
with, as they ornisiifere^AKe fresh air 
preferable to line in a tent on 
motor car. - Dr. Buswell returned to 
HighRiver with the unconscious man 
where hfe quickly revived from the 
poison gas. It was * a most peculiar 
case, it being the first time we have 
ever heard of such an occurrence 


The Rotary Club at Calgary staged 
a gat-together of the men who have 
lived in the district for over, thirty 
years on Tuesday last and the event 
proved very successful in every sense 
of the wbrd, when over 400 rotary 
members and old timers gathered 
around the banquet table in the Pal- 
iser Hotel and took part "in the jolli¬ 
fication.

There were 
men of all stages of life in the early 
lays of the province—soldiers, R.N.- 
W.M’.P. veterans, the pioneers' of the 
railway and the team trails, cowboys 
rnd pioneer raiders-all gathered to¬ 
gether to remind one another of the 
vicissitudes, the hopes and joys and 
hardships of the veswly days’ experi- 
■nce in building one of the cornerstone 
provinces of the imperial structure. 
The Calgary Herald in referring to the 
:vent said that one .of t)ie features of 
the big gathering wak the passing 
rroundW record cards for the Rotary 
/lub oA^iich each of the Old Timers 
.was askSF to give his name, address, 
present occupation, date of arrival in 
Alberta, occupation followed, place 
where they came from, how they 
came, “Were you ever broke,” and how 
often,” what was the coldest weather 
in tHeir experience, if their .faith in 
Alberta, was as great as ever, and 
other kindred questions. The reading 
of the answers to these questions 
evoked storms of applause, laughter 
and cheers. - < 

Scores of the old-timers pleaded to 
the impeachment that they had been 
broke not once, but often, while all 
sorts of answers were given on the 
subject of frigidity experienced. 
When Donald Gray, ,; who arrived in 
Calgary in 1880 by rail and stage, re¬ 
ported that he had experienced wea¬ 
ther 60 below zero, Chairman “Bill’ 
Marshall provoked a cyclone of ap¬ 
plause by remarking- everyone was 
glad “those years were past.” But 
Neil McLaughley went this one better 
by remarking that he had erperienced 
75 below zero, and “can prove this.”

M ILL SUPPORT WHEAT SCHEME 


$78,000 U.F.A. FUND 

Approximately $78,000 has'now been 
received by the United Farmers of 
Alberta in connection with its mem¬ 
bership drive. Good progress is being 
maintained in the north country where 
the campaign is now being vigorously 
waged. 


It is expected that some definite 
pronouncement will shortly' be made 
in ■ connection with • the proposed co¬ 
operative wheat pool. When seen re¬ 
cently, H. W. Wood, president of the 
U.F.A., who was a member of the 
special committee that was appointed 
to draft a tenative scheme, informed 
a representative of the press he had 
nothing to give out for publication. 

People intimately connect*^ with 
wheat raising state, that support of 
the idea ol formulating a pool is daily 
growing, and according to E. S. Mc- 
Rory, the western manager of the 
U.Q.G., in some sections of the coun¬ 
try that he has'visited there^is quite 
an unanimous opinion amongst farm¬ 
ers as to its establishment. 

Prominent members of farmers’ or¬ 
ganizations admit that the scheme is 
the most ambitious ever attempted, 
and will tax to the utmost the very 
best brains of the country. On every 
hand, however, there is a feeling that 
a workable scheme will be evolved, 
aad it is confidently predicted that 
when it is announces that it will re¬ 
ceive the whole-hearted support of 
the large majority of grain growers. 
It is thoroughly recognized by the 
committee that has been appointed to 
handle this matter that no time, is 
to be lost in setting upon some defin¬ 
ite plan. In all probability it will be 


so far advanced as to be laid before 
the annual convention of the United 
Farmers of Alberta in January next.

SIMS TESTIMONY 


A Christmas truce in Ireland was 
not arranged. Negotiations broke off 
when the Sinn Fein intermediaries in¬ 
sisted on recognition of the Irish Re-^ 
nublic & the first concession of the 
British government. That is what 
Canadian sympathizers with Ireland 
must realize. Self-government as we 
have it in Canada is not what Sinn 
Fein wants. Self-determination with 
them means a republic—with a Sinn 
Fein army and a Sinn Fein navy. 
Eight upon what that would mean is 
thrown by Admiral Sims, of the Amer¬ 
ican navy. Admiral Sims, as is well 
known, was head of the United States 
navy during the war. He merged his 
sea forces with those of Britain. The 
American destroyers and other light 
craft were massed at Queenstown and 
were employed in ' the campaign i 
agaiqst the German submarines. 

Of theis period Admiral Sims has 
the. following to say: 

“The people of Queenstown and 
Cork received our men with genuine 
Irish cordiality. Yet in a few. weeks 
evidence of hostility in certain quar¬ 
ters became apparent. • The fact is 
that the part of .Ireland in which the 
Americans were stationed was a. head¬ 
quarters of Sinn Fein. The members 
of this organization were not only 
openly disloyal; they were openly pro- 
German. They were not even neutral, 
they were working day and night for 
a German victory, for in their- mis¬ 
guided minds a German victB% sig¬ 
nified an Irish Republic.” 

The pntipathy of the Sinn Feiners 
to the American allies caused so many 
annoyances that Cork was ultimately 
put “out of bounds” to the men of the 
fleet to avert serious trouble. 

Admiral Sims, in his book “The 
Victory at Sea,” adds the following 
sinister charge: 

“The Sinn Feiners interfered with 
us in much more serious ways than 
this. They were doing everything in 
their power to help Germany. With 
their assistance German agents and 
German spies were landed in Ireland. 
At one time the situation became so
